Paddock Lake Village Plan 
Given Boost From Judge 




dents of this village and the town of 
Salem were taking a new look at 
the future this week with the deci- 
sion handed down by circuit court 
judge M. Eugene Baker at Kenosha 
Monday morning. 

Judge Baker gave a strong boost 
toward incorporation of a new vil- 
lage called "Paddock Lake" when 
he reinstated an order of incorpor- 
aion signed July 27.. 1959. 

He also instructed inspectors of a 
referendum election, appointed ear- 
lier, that they have 60 days in which 
to hold a referendum for incorpor- 
ation. 

Back in July of 1959, six business- 
men of the Paddock Lake commun- 
ity attempted to have the 912 resi- 
dent area made into a village. It 
has been opposed by the town of 
Salem on grounds that legal proced- 
ures have been faulty 

The petition for incorporating 
1,020 acres into Paddock Lake, was 
signed by Donald L. Klapper, 
George M. Ilges, Jr., Lester M. 
Smith, George Lang, Lester Hunter, 
and Ray M. Paddock, since de- 
ceased. 

JUDGE BAKER ordered estab- 
lishment of the village on July 27, 
1959, providing the electors of the 
area approved in a special election 
to be held within 60 days. 

Named as election inspectors were 
Earl Torrey, Britomarte Cool and 
Helmut Meyers. 

The plan rah into a snag on Sept. 
4, 1959 when the Wisconsin state 
legislature passed a law making 
sweeping changes in incorporation 
| proceedings. The law affected the 
Paddock Lake situation because it 
was made retroactive 

A stay of proceedings was ordered 
by Judge Baker at the request of 
attorney J. Clark Stanhope for Pad- 
dock Lake businessmen, and over 
the objections of attorney P. B. 
Morrissey, Salem town attorney. 

In March of this year, the legis- 



lature changed the law again, giv- 
ing validity to earlier proceedings 
and Judge Baker was asked to re- 
instate village proceedings. - 

If the town of Salem does not 
halt proceedings by appealing, 
Judge Baker's decision to the Wis- 
consin supreme court, an election 
will be held in Paddock Lake within 
60 days to determine if incorpora- 
tion is desired. 

If the majority approves, the area 
will become a village 

Earl Elfers, Salem town chairman, 
said he will call a meeting of the 
town board to determine if judge 
Baker's decision will be appealed to 
the state supreme court. 

Other board members are Lee 
Wilson and Neal Kiley. 

He restated his position Monday 
that the town board opposed the 
village petitioners because the board 
believes the procedure is faulty. 

Elfers and Stanhope believed a 
good case could be presented to the 
high court, but was questioned 
whether an expensive appeal would 
accomplish much.

A few gallons of paint can change 
a dingy atmosphere into one neat 
m a pin that fairly invites people 
to feel at home. 

Paint can do more than that; 
wisely used, it can turn an otherwise 
ordinary house into something 
worth remembering — and worth

HERE ARE a few tricks the pro- 
fessionals use to pull a house into 
proportion. 

When a room is too long and 
narrow, paint one end wall dark. 
This visually draws that one wall 
toward you, making the room ap- 
pear more in balance. 

The same trick works when ceil- 
ings are too high. The rule to re- 
member is that dark objects appear 
closer. The reverse is equally true, 
so paint too-low ceilings a very 
light color. They need not be 
white— Just light. 

The same rule tells you that small 
rooms should also be painted in 
tight colors. Bathrooms, closets, 
halls and many kitchens are ideal 
places for today's beiges and pale 
pinks. 

A second rule when using paint 
Is that objects painted the same 
color tend to blend in with each 
other. This is camouflage at its 
simplest and most effective. 

Use it to make radiators and ex- 
posed pipes disappear, by painting 



them the same color as the walls. 
Use the same trick to make awk- 
ward wall recesses or projections 
disappear. 

IP ON THE other hand you'd like 
to make a real feature out of an 
interesting alcove, paint is a bright, 
contrasting color. 

* Turquoise and orange are the 
most popular colors today for this 
purpose, but any bright color will 
do. Just be certain you don't end 
up with too many colors in one 
room. 

Experts generally recommend one 
overall background color one dom- 
inant accent color, one secondary 
accent color. 

Paint camouflage can be used on 
the outside of your home as well. 

If the house looks too high, try 
painting the bottom foot dr two 
dark brown. This blends it in with 
the ground. 

A high and narrow chimney can 
be camouflaged by painting It the 
same color as the house itself. Un- 
attractive windows can be made 
less apparent by painting the trim 
house colored. ' 

AND HERE'S A reverse camou- 
flage idea that's becoming popular: 
try painting your front door a cheer- 
ful red or bright, glossy black. 
This really makes it say "Hello!" 

You can take advantage of these 
Ideas even if you have no intention 
of selling your home, of course. It's 
even better that way, since you'll 
be the one who gets the benefits! 

Keep in mind that there are no' 
strict rules where color la con- 
cerned. Ceilings don't have to be 
white; walls don't have to be all 
the same color. 

Why not use your Imagination 
to put color and personality into 
your home? 

With paint, remember, you're not 
stuck If the color scheme doesn't 
come out quite the way you thought 
it would— all you have to do is 
paint right over it!
